—acd there can be Httle doubt 
that the basis of the aliegntions 
is largely irue.

Most South African whites

Low Morals 


In consequence, perhaps, the 
average young South African 
haus no  nonnal hobby.

ALLEGED MURDER: DOCTOR TESTIFIES 
Accused Medically Insane, But 
Knew What He Was Doing 


Dr P. M. Yap, Government Psychiatric Specialist and Superinten- 
dent of the Mental Hospital told the Court this morning that it was his 


opinion that the accused was 1 
attack but that the accused knew what he was doing and 


was Wrong.

Dr Yap was called by the Prosecution to testify to the mental state 
of the accused, Ho Sang, 41, unemployed, who is standing trial for murder 
before Mr Justice J. R. Gregg in the Criminal Sessions. Witness declared 
that accused was fit to plead. 


Accused who ts ao dismissed 
fokd of a tin cun factory is 
alleged to have murdered Lam 
Shing, another factory feki at 
Nos 14-18 Raesell Street on 
August 26, 1955. 

It is alleged that Ho attacked 
the deceased with a broken 
beer bottle inflicting severe 
wounds on his arms, Lam suc- 
cumbed to his Injuries three 
days afterwards. 

Mr Simon Li, 
sel, as conducting the case for 
the Crown, Det Insp, JM.

Accused ig defended by Mr 
Terence Shurlock, instructed by

Hospital on April 14, 1953, on 
an order by a Justice for ob- 
servation because “he wes 
talking nonsense and was 
rather agitated.” He was 
detained until Miy 25, 1953, 


DELUSIONS 

Witness said that he kept 
accused under observation all 
the time. Accused was also 
examined by him and he had 
come to the conclusion that he 
suffered from a reactive para- 
noid state. In other words, 
accused suffered from delusions 
of perstcution and although 
there was precipitating cause 
for the ilinesa that cause was 
not sufficient to account for the 
intensity of his reaction. 

At the time of his discharge’ 
from Hospital, accused had be- 
come much calmer. He could 
sleep and had an insight into 
the abnormality of his cxag- 
Rerated (care, 

In answer to his Lordship, Dr 
Yap sald that accused realised 
that his fears ware oxaggerated. 

Asked by Crown — Counsel 
whether at the time of his dis- 
charge accused was completely 
recovered, Dr Yap sald that he 
thought accused was recovered.

This 
utilitarian demand, for English 
‘9 natural, and {3 certathly Ukely 
to result in good both for the 
individual and for the Colony: 
tt widens knowledge ‘afid ability; 
it increases outside: contacts; and 
{t makes for improvement in the 
Industrial and economic life of 
the community. Let’ us as 
teachors, therefore, not decry 
utilitarian aims in the teaching 
of Engllsh, but accept euch aims 
and keep them In close view in 
devising our courses ond our 


methods.

Msh in thetr later Mfe. 

‘Finally, may I wish you o 
very successful conference and 
hope that through your dis-

{ders and fresh stimulus to 
carry you on stil) further with 
your most Important worl.”
